out in global tribute 


NEW YORK CITY 
Michael Jackson fans world¬ 
wide paid tribute to the King 
of Pop yesterday, marking the 
one-year anniversary of his 
sudden death with candle¬ 
light vigils, music and danc¬ 
ing from Asia to the United 
States. 

In New York, fans danced 
to the legendary '’Thriller” 
singer's famed moves outside 
Harlem's Apollo Theater, 
where Jackson's trademark 
black hat and sequined glove 
were placed beside his plaque 
and a letter from his mother 
was read aloud. 

In Jackson's hometown of 
Gary, Indiana, about 200 peo¬ 
ple gathered outside the per¬ 
former's childhood home 
where he and his brothers — 
members of the Jackson 5 
singing group — got their start 


in the 1960s on their way to 
hits such as "ABC” 

In Los Angeles, fans lined 
up outside the Forest Lawn 
cemetery where Jackson's 
body was laid to rest last year 
and swarmed his star on the 
Hollywood Walk of Fame. 

But the memorials for the 
singer, whose hits include 
"Beat It” and "Billie Jean,” 
were not only confined to the 
United States. 

Fans in Hanoi, Vietnam, 
held a night of performances 
of Jackson's songs while 50 
Japanese admirers — one for 
each year of his life — were 
picked from 10,000 people to 
spend a night at Tokyo Tower 
among the singer's posses¬ 
sions in the Neverland Col¬ 
lection, the only official 
Michael Jackson exhibition.

Court rules no right to 
gay marriage in Europe 


PARIS, France - European law 
does not require countries to 
grant same-sex couples the 
right to marry, even if some 
states have already done so, the 
continent’s top human rights 
court has ruled. 

The Strasbourg-based Euro¬ 
pean Court of Human Rights 
(ECHR) rejected an appeal by 
two Austrian men who said 
their country's refusal to allow 
same-sex marriage violated the 
right to marry and prohibition 
of discrimination in European 
rights law. 

The ECHR is part of the 
Council of Europe, which pro¬ 
motes democracy and the rule 
of law among its 47 member 
states. Its rulings are binding on 
Council members since they 
have signed the European Con¬ 
vention on Human Rights. 

"The court observed that, 
among Council of Europe 


member states, there is no con¬ 
sensus regarding same-sex 
marriage," the ECHR said in a 
statement. Only 7 of the Coun¬ 
cil's 47 members have ap¬ 
proved same-sex marriage. 

"The court underlined that 
national authorities were best 
placed to assess and respond to 
the needs of society in this field, 
given that marriage had deep- 
rooted social and cultural con¬ 
notations differing largely from 
one society to another." 

In its ruling, the court said 
same-sex couples could not be 
denied marriage on the grounds 
they could not naturally procre¬ 
ate but could claim a right to a 
family life like heterosexual 
couples. 

This still "did not impose an 
obligation on states to grant 
same-sex couples access to 
marriage," it said. 


Storm threatens to disrupt 


BP oil-siphoning 


HOUSTON, Texas - With a 
storm threatening to disrupt 
oil-siphoning efforts at BP 
Pic's blown-out Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico well, the U.S. Coast 
Guard yestetday said collec¬ 
tion efforts would be sus¬ 
pended five days before the 
forecast onset of gale-force 
winds. 

A tropical disturbance 



over the western Caribbean 
could deal a big setback to ef¬ 
forts by BP to contain oil 
gushing from the well, esti¬ 
mated by the U.S. govern¬ 
ment at up to 60,000 barrels 
(2.5 million gallons/9.5 mil¬ 
lion liters) per day. 

Coast Guard Admiral 
Thad Allen, the U.S. govern¬ 
ment's point man on the oil 
spill, said it would be neces¬ 
sary five days before gale 
force winds are forecast to ar¬ 
rive to take down operations 
involving ships and other 
equipment siphoning some of 
the oil spewing from BP's 
ruptured deep-sea well. 

During this period, the oil 
could flow unchecked from 
the ruptured well into the sea 
for up to 14 days, Allen said. 

The U.S. National 
Weather Service defines gale 
force winds as 39 mph to 54 
mph. When referring to gale 
force winds, Allen mentioned 
"about 40 knots," which is 46 
mph. 


'decoy Jews' to fight racism 


idea is feasible but would only 
be of limited practical use due 
to entrapment concerns. 

The idea of using police 
disguised as Jews was first 
mooted by member of parlia¬ 
ment Ahmed Marcouch in a 
speech earlier this month. 

But the idea gathered mo¬ 
mentum after the hidden-cam- 
era video aired on television 
last week. It was produced by 
the Joodse Omroep, a small 


Jewish broadcaster that gets an 
allotted amount of airtime each 
month on Dutch public TV sta¬ 
tions. 

For the video, two youths 
and a Rabbi went walking in a 
primarily Moroccan neighbor¬ 
hood in Amsterdam. The 
footage showed them quickly 
being subjected to a range of 
ill-treatment, from dirty looks 
to insults — and even, from 
one man, a Nazi salute. 


Pacific Hurricane Darby now 
a major storm off Mexico 


Dutch to use 

AMSTERDAM, The nether- 
lands -A hidden-camera video 
showing Jews being harassed 
on the street in a Moroccan 
neighborhood of Amsterdam 
has led Dutch authorities to 
consider combating hate 
crimes with "decoy Jews" — 
undercover police officers 
wearing yarmulkes. 

Enthusiasm for the unusual 
idea is a sign of the ongoing 
tension between the Muslim 
minority and the rest of the 
Dutch population over issues 
of immigration and crime. 

The idea of using "decoy 
Jews" to detect and arrest big¬ 
ots has been embraced by both 
a prominent Moroccan politi¬ 
cian and by Amsterdam's act¬ 
ing mayor, who is Jewish. Law 
enforcement officials say the 

Brazil flood: 
Number of 
people missing 
drops; 

Deaths up 

BRANQUINHA, Brazil - 
Brazilian officials say the 
number of those still missing 
from flooding dropped to 76 
— while those killed ticked up 
to 51. 

Torrential rains that trig¬ 
gered widespread flooding 
across the northeastern portion 
of Brazil sent swollen rivers 
rushing from their banks last 
weekend. Entire towns were 
flattened. And more than 1,000 
people were initially registered 
as missing. 

But the Civil Defence de¬ 
partment says yesterday there 
are now just 76 people miss¬ 
ing. And authorities believe 
most of those are safe, just un¬ 
able to contact family mem¬ 
bers because of downed 
electricity and no telephone 
service. 

Authorities also said six 
more bodies were discovered 
late Thursday, pushing the 
death toll up. 

With rains subsiding, res¬ 
cuers are intensifying their ef¬ 
forts. 


MEXICO CITY, Mexico - 
Hurricane Darby strengthened 
into a major storm in the east¬ 
ern Pacific off Mexico yester¬ 
day but was expected to 
weaken as it turns toward land 
this weekend, the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Hurricane Center said. 

Darby grew into a Category 
3 hurricane with maximum 
sustained winds of 115 mph 
and was 245 miles south- 
southwest of the Mexican 
beach town of Acapulco. 

The storm was moving 
west-northwest at 7 mph and 
should turn toward the north¬ 
east over the weekend, the 
Miami-based hurricane center 
said. 

Pacific hurricanes can dam¬ 
age tourist resorts along Mex¬ 


ico's coast but pose no threat to 
the country's oil industry, 
which is primarily located in 
the Gulf of Mexico. 

Farther out in the Pacific, 
Hurricane Celia weakened 
after reaching Category 5 sta¬ 
tus, the most powerful storm 
strength. Celia poses no threat 
to land as it roars across the 
Pacific and forecasters said it 
should dissipate by the middle 
of next week. 

Celia, the first hurricane of 
the Pacific season, was 825 
miles southwest of the tip of 
Baja California and had maxi¬ 
mum sustained winds of 150 
mph. Celia was forecast to con¬ 
tinue moving west-northwest 
away from land and gradually 
weaken over the weekend.

Caribbean storm continues 
to strengthen 



MIAMI, Florida - The Na¬ 
tional Hurricane Center in 
Miami says there is now an 
80 percent chance that a trop¬ 
ical wave in the Caribbean 
Sea will develop into a tropi¬ 
cal depression in the next 
couple of days. 

The area of disturbed 
weather was centered yester¬ 
day between the northeast 
coast of Honduras and Grand 
Cayman and heading toward 
the Yucatan Peninsula. 

Rain showers have be¬ 
come more concentrated, and 
surface pressure continues to 
drop. Upper-level winds are 
gradually becoming more 


and more favorable for deve¬ 
lopment. 

The Hurricane Center says 
there's a 70 percent chance of 
the storm becoming a tropical 
depression over the next two 
days. 

Elsewhere, the Hurricane 
Center is monitoring another 
tropical wave east of the 
northern Leeward Islands. 
Any development will hap¬ 
pen slowly, the Hurricane 
Center said. 

Chances are only 10 per¬ 
cent that it will develop into 
a tropical depression over the 
next two days. 


’Dudus’ Coke pleads not guilty to drug 
charges 


NEW YORK - Christopher 
Dudus Coke, a man tied to al¬ 
leged crime in Jamaica whose 
impending extradition to the 
US is causing civil unrest 

Coke entered the plea yes¬ 
terday in federal court in 
Manhattan. 

The 42-year-old boss of 


the Shower Posse gang was 
sent to New York on Thurs¬ 
day under tight security after 
waiving extradition. His case 
had sparked street violence in 
Kingston that left more than 
70 dead. 

U.S. prosecutors say Coke 
conspired to distribute co¬ 


caine and marijuana through¬ 
out the eastern United States 
for more than 15 years. They 
say drug dealers gave him 
"tribute payments" in the 
form of electronics, clothing 
and firearms. 

He faces a possible life 
term if convicted. 


Peruvian investigators hoping to find DNA 
evidence linking van der Sloot to victim 


LIMA, Peru - Peruvian police 
found skin cells under 
Stephany Flores Ramirez's 
fingernails. Investigators are 
hoping the DNA evidence 
will yield additional evidence 
to be used against her alleged 
killer Joran van der Sloot. 

Investigators say the tests 
currently ongoing may not 
provide definitive results for 
several weeks. 

Police believe the DNA 
found under Flores' skin could 
show that she tried to defend 
herself in her last moments of 
life. 

The chief of the Superior 
Court for Peru's capital says 
the murder trial of Joran van 
der Sloot should take about 
six months. An independent 
expert says it actually might 
take 18. 

Judge Cesar Vega said that 


Peruvian laws allow up to six 
months for murder trial. But 
legal expert Mario Amoretti 
said that in practice, cases 
like Van der Sloots can last 


18 months. 

Criminal court attorney 
Jose Balcazar says the de¬ 
fense is likely to try to draw 
the trial out.

Biologist Kees Nooren conducts investigation for national park 

Palynological study shows Aruba was 
greener and quite wet 400 years ago

Aruba was greener and defi¬ 
nitely much more humid 400 
years ago, before the arrival of 
the first European. That is the 
conclusion of Biologist Kees 
Nooren, who completed a pa¬ 
lynological study here on be¬ 
half of the Aruba national park, 
Arikok. Palynology is the 
study of pollen, grains and 
spores, as well as other organic 
microfossils. Nooren con¬ 
ducted his investigation in the 
park, but particularly at the 
Spanish Lagoon area where he 
extracted fossilized spores and 
pollen from the ground, taking 
him back thousands of years. 

The pollen and spores he 
collected were later analyzed 
at the University of Groningen 


in the Netherlands and 
showed that Aruba’s vegeta¬ 
tion was different as com¬ 
pared to how it is now, and 
similar to what can be found 
in Puerto Rico and the 
Windward Islands. For in¬ 
stance, there were a total of 
seven different species of 
ferns growing here, includ¬ 
ing a fern tree. 

The study took two years 
and was financed by the 
Prins Bernhard Fund, and il¬ 
lustrates the vegetation his¬ 
tory of Aruba. According to 
the results, Aruba’s vegeta¬ 
tion was able to flourish 
without human intervention 
until some 6,500 years ago. 
That is when the study first 
showed human presence near 
the Spanish Lagoon and at 
other sites. That was also when 
the first fruit plant was intro¬ 
duced to the Aruba. However, 
the impact of humans was 
minimal. 

Some 1,000 years ago, the 
island was lush, with enough 
rain to support a growing po¬ 
pulation. But things changed 
upon the arrival of Europeans, 
first the Spaniards, then the 
Dutch. With lack of minerals, 
the only valuable resource on 
the island was wood of the 
trees. A drastic deforestation 
took place on Aruba and ac¬ 
cording to biologist Nooren, 
this had an impact on the soil 


and eventually on the rainfall. 
The erosion of soil made it dif¬ 
ficult for the vegetation to re¬ 
store quickly. Even though no 
similar studies were conducted 
in the region, it can be as¬ 
sumed that similar activities 
took place in the nearby is¬ 
lands and the northern coast of 
South America, and thus also 
impacted the weather pattern. 

Regeneration was also 
hampered by the aloe industry 
that took root in particularly 
the 19th century. Most of the 
fields were cleared for aloe 
plantations and thus, trees did 
not have the opportunity to re¬ 
generate. 

But the news is not all bad. 
Nooren showed pictures of the 
area surrounding the Spanish 
Lagoon of some 100 years ago. 
The hills were relatively barren 
without tall growth. Nowadays, 
comparative photos show that 
the mangroves in the lagoon it¬ 
self are more abundant, while 
the area, including the French¬ 
men’s Pass has large, over¬ 
grown trees. Nooren attributes 
this to the diminished impor¬ 
tance of aloe for the island’s 
economy and thus open fields 
were able to regenerate. The 
vegetation consists now of sec¬ 
ondary, fast growing plants and 
trees, particularly the thorny 
acacia tree, Hubada. 

Kees Nooren believes this 
is a good thing, as these ‘sca¬ 
vengers’ will help contribute to 
soil generation which eventu¬ 
ally will enable local plants, 
who are under the threat of ex¬ 
tinction, to regenerate. In fact, 
Nooren points out the exis¬ 
tence of young saplings, indi¬ 
cating the success of the 
survival of some of the en¬ 
demic trees. 

The national park considers 
the study of high importance in 
light of its reforestation proj¬ 
ect. The results of the study 
make it clear what directions to 
take, and how the process 
should take place to ensure 
success. Arikok national park 
spokesperson Jimmy Mijer 
says there are also plans to re¬ 
introduce the Aruba parrot in 
the wild, but before that hap¬ 
pens, “we have to make sure 
the animal will be able to find 
its food in the wild.” And the 
reforestation project will con¬ 
tribute to that. 

The next step is to safe¬ 
guard Spanish Lagoon. The 
wetland area is of utmost value 
for the ecosystem on Aruba 
and has yet to enjoy legal pro¬ 
tection here, even though it re¬ 
sorts under the Ramsar 
Wetland Treaty. The intention 
is for the Spanish Lagoon to 
resort under management of 
Parke Nacional Arikok.

LONDON, England) - A cat 
that had both its back legs se¬ 
vered by a combine harvester 
can walk again after being fit¬ 
ted with prosthetic limbs in a 
world-first operation. 

Two-year-old Oscar has 
been given a pair of artificial 
limbs by veterinary surgeon 
Noel Fitzpatrick, using a tech¬ 
nique developed by a Univer¬ 
sity College London team. 

Oscar was lazing in the sun 
near his home in Jersey when 
the accident happened last Oc- 
tober.He was referred to Fitz¬ 
patrick by the local vet and 
only a day after the three-hour 
operation, he was trying to 
stand. 

Despite some infection that 
had to be overcome, in less 



than four months he was able 
to stand and bear weight 
equally on all four limbs. 

The prosthetics were at¬ 
tached to the bone at the ampu¬ 
tation site and then coated with 
hydroxyapatite which encour¬ 
ages the bone and skin to grow 
over the metal.Artificial paws 
were then attached.

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Reason Antarctic Glacier is melting 
faster is found 



One of the more daunting fu¬ 
ture effects of climate change 
involves the rise in sea levels 
that is expected to occur as 
warming causes the ocean's 
waters to expand and glaciers 
to melt, pouring more water 
into the seas. 

A key unknown potential 
contributor to that glacial 
melt is the thinning ice of 
West Antarctica, which is 
covered in a chunk of ice 
about the size of Greenland - 
enough water is held in that 
ice to raise sea levels by sev¬ 
eral meters. Scientists esti¬ 
mate that West Antarctica is 
currently contributing nearly 
10 percent of global sea level 
rise from an acceleration in 
glacier ice melt. 

Pine Island Glacier in par¬ 
ticular has been identified as 
a major source of West 
Antarctica glacier melt. With 
the help of a robotic under¬ 
water vehicle, scientists have 
now figured out what is caus¬ 
ing Pine Island Glacier to 
melt so fast. 

Seafloor ridge 

Pine Island Glacier, like 
all outlet glaciers, has a por¬ 
tion that sits on land, and a 
portion that floats on top of 
the sea - the line between the 
two portions is called the 


ground line. It is the land por¬ 
tion of the ice that contributes 
to sea level rise. 

One process by which gla¬ 
ciers run ice out to sea is by 
calving of icebergs. A large 
chunk of Pine Island Glacier 
fell off in 2007. 

Scientists sent a vehicle 
called Autosub to dive deep 
below the glacier's floating 
ice shelf to see what might be 
speeding up its melt. The sub 
found two things: warm 
water below the glacier and a 
980-foot (300-meter) tall 
ridge on the ocean floor that 
no one knew was there. 

Pine Island Glacier once 
sat on top of the ridge, which 
slowed the flow of the glacial 
ice into the sea. In recent 
decades, though, the glacier 
thinned and disconnected 
from the ridge, which al¬ 
lowed the ice to flow more 
rapidly from land to sea. 

The separation from the 
ridge also let in warmer water 
"from deep down in the water 
masses that circulate around 
Antarctica [that] hasn't been 
in contact with the ocean sur¬ 
face for a long time," said 
Christian Schoof of the Uni¬ 
versity of British Columbia 
in Canada, who was not a 
part of the team that studied 


the glacier. 

The warm waters can 
flood over the ridge and into 
a widening cavity that now 
extends to an area of about 
390 square miles (1,000 
square kilometers) under the 
ice shelf. Those warm waters 
are causing the bottom of the 
ice shelf to melt, resulting in 
continuous thinning and ac¬ 
celeration of the glacier, 
which could cause more of 
the ice that is currently on 
land to melt into the sea and 
contribute more to sea level 
rise.

Red wine compound could point 
to treatment for eye diseases 


Using foods to prevent 
cancer a trend 



A compound found in red 
wine and grapes inhibits the 
growth of new blood vessels 
(angiogenesis) associated 
with eye diseases, such as 
age-related macular degener¬ 
ation and diabetic retinopa¬ 
thy, researchers have found. 

Resveratrol, which is pro¬ 
duced by a variety of plants 
to fight bacterial and fungal 
infections, is found in partic¬ 
ularly high levels in grape 
skin and at lower levels in 
blueberries, peanuts and 
other plant-based foods. 


Previous research has 
shown that resveratrol can 
decrease the effects of aging 
and act as an anti-cancer 
agent. In this new study, re¬ 
searchers found that resvera¬ 
trol inhibits harmful blood 
vessel growth in the eye. 
They also identified the spe¬ 
cific pathway through which 
the compound achieves this 
effect and found that specific 
inhibitors could reverse the 
angiogenesis-blocking power 
of resveratrol. 

The study appears in the 
July issue of the American 
Journal of Pathology. 

The findings may improve 
understanding of angiogene¬ 
sis in eye disease, cancer and 
atherosclerosis and lead to 
new treatments for these con¬ 
ditions, Dr. Rajendra S. Apte, 
of Washington University 
School of Medicine in St. 
Louis, and colleagues stated 
in a news release from the 
journal's publisher. 


Health tip: If You 
Have Symptoms of

Heat exhaustion may affect 
people who spend hours in 
the sun or very hot weather 
without drinking enough 
fluids . 

Symptoms of heat exhaus¬ 
tion may include heavy 
sweating, pale skin, muscle 
cramps, fatigue and weak¬ 
ness, dizziness, headache, 
nausea or fainting. 

The U.S. Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention 
suggests how to cool down 
when you have symptoms 
of heat exhaustion: 

* Drink plenty cool, non-al¬ 
coholic beverages. 

* Get enough rest. 

* In cool water, take a 
sponge bath or shower. 

* Stay inside in an air con¬ 
ditioned building. 

* Wear lightweight cloth¬ 
ing. 



COLUMBUS, Ohio, June - 
U.S. scientists, who have 
tried for years to develop 
drugs to reduce the risk of 
cancer with limited success, 
are turning to plant sub¬ 
stances, researchers said. 

The synthetic drugs finas¬ 
teride and dutasteride, which 
treat enlargement of the 
prostate gland, have been ef¬ 
fective at deterring prostate 
cancer, while the osteoporo¬ 
sis drug raloxifene and the 
breast cancer treatment ta¬ 
moxifen — synthetic — have 
cut the breast cancer rate in 
half among high-risk women. 

However, chemicals from 
plants and other living organ¬ 
isms are the basis for almost 
one-third of today's prescrip¬ 


tion medicines and scientists 
have identified a variety of 
promising candidates that 
may prevent cancer. 

John M. Pezzuto of the 
University of Hawaii in Hilo 
and his team, using terrestrial 
plants, have uncovered sev¬ 
eral molecules with promis¬ 
ing cancer prevention 
activity, most notably resver¬ 
atrol, the red-wine compound 
made by a range of plants. 

Gary D. Stoner of Ohio 
State University has been 
studying cancer prevention 
potential of berries and beets 
and he and his team have 
used a freeze-dried and pow¬ 
dered black raspberry mix¬ 
ture that blocks formation of 
esophageal and colon cancers 
in rats. 

However, "this food-based 
approach to cancer preven¬ 
tion has been hurt" by com¬ 
panies that have made health 
claims for foods "on the basis 
of very little research," 
Stoner says in the article pub¬ 
lished in Chemical & Engi¬ 
neering News.

WASHINGTON - Lawmakers 
hammered out a historic over¬ 
haul of financial regulations as 
dawn broke over the nation’s 
capital yesterday, handing 
President Barack Obama a 
major domestic policy victory 
on the eve of a global summit 
devoted to financial reform. 

In a marathon session of 
more than 21 hours, legislators 
agreed to a rewrite of Wall 
Street rules that may crimp the 
industry’s profits and subject it 
to tougher oversight and 
tighter restrictions. 

The bill, the most sweeping 
financial rules revamp since 
the 1930s, is headed toward 
final congressional approval 
next week although implemen¬ 
tation will be bogged down for 
months in regulatory rule-ma¬ 
king. 

The legislation would set 
up a new financial consumer 
watchdog, create a protocol for 
dismantling troubled financial 
firms and mandate higher bank 
capital standards, all in an ef¬ 
fort to avoid a repeat of the 
2007-2009 credit crisis that 
hammered the economy and 
triggered taxpayer bailouts of 
floundering firms. 

To secure agreement, law¬ 
makers reached deals in the 
final hours on the most contro¬ 
versial sections, which restrict 
derivatives dealing by banks 
and curb their proprietary trad¬ 
ing to shield taxpayer-backed 
deposits from more risky acti¬ 
vities. 

Banks will be allowed to 
keep most swaps dealing acti¬ 
vity in-house, although the 
riskiest trading would be 
pushed out into an affiliate. 


They will also be permitted 
small investments in hedge 
funds and private equity funds. 

The concessions could 
lessen the impact on bank prof¬ 
its. 

The KBW bank stock 
index, which registered its 
worst performance since Octo¬ 
ber last month, was 1.6 percent 
higher in late-morning trade, 
with both Goldman Sachs 
Group Inc and Morgan Stan¬ 
ley, two of the banks that will 
be most affected, showing 
gains. 

The reforms must still win 
final approval from both cham¬ 
bers of Congress before Obama 
can sign them into law, giving 
Wall Street one final chance to 
deploy its army of lobbyists on 
Capitol Hill. Quick approval is 
expected and the reform could 
go to Obama for his signature 
by July 4. 

Democrats had raced to 
complete their work before 
Obama left for a weekend 
meeting of the Group of 20 
economic powers, where he 
can tout the changes as a blue¬ 
print for other countries. 

’’Just as economic turmoil 
in one place can quickly spread 
to another, safeguards in each 
of our nations can help protect 
all nations,” Obama said at the 
White House shortly before 
departing. 

Despite last-minute deals, 
the bill has actually gotten 
tougher in its yearlong journey 
through the halls of Congress. 
Democrats rode a wave of 
public disgust at an industry 
that awarded itself rich pay¬ 
days while much of the coun¬ 
try struggled through a deep 


BP market losses hit $100 billion on 
spill cost fears 




LONDON/VENICE, Loui¬ 
siana - BP Pic stock hit a 14- 
year low yesterday and its 
credit weakened sharply on 
talk it needs extra cash to 
fund the clean-up and com¬ 
pensation bill for the worst 
oil spill in U.S. history. 

Total share losses for the 
embattled oil major since the 
ecological disaster began on 
April 20 stand at around $100 
billion, more than halving its 
pre-spill market value, and 
analysts at Nomura said it 
needed to assure the market 
of its liquidity. 

” A heavy inversion of both 
credit yield and equity 
volatility suggests the market 
is concerned about a near- 
term credit event around BP,” 
they said in a note. 


’’With debt expensive and 
asset sales taking time, we 
consider that equity-linked fi¬ 
nancing — perhaps backed by 
Sovereign Wealth — could 
prove the attractive short¬ 
term solution,” they added. 

A spokesman for BP — 
whose chief executive, Tony 
Hayward, is currently on a 
UK investor roadshow — said 
it had ’’considerable fire¬ 
power” to meet the costs and 
denied market talk that the 
company was seeking bank¬ 
ruptcy protection. 

BP’s London shares, which 
earlier hit a low of 296 pence 
a share, pared losses slightly 
but were still down 5.2 per¬ 
cent at 308.3 pence, while 
five-year credit default swaps 
were 40 basis points wider at 


575, according to Markit. 

To date, clean-up and 
compensation costs for the 
ecological disaster, which has 
devastated the region, hit 
President Barack Obama’s 
poll ratings and led to a con¬ 
tested ban on deepwater 
drilling, were $2.35 billion, 
BP said. 

As concern grows that bad 
weather could hamper clean¬ 
up operations, it said a relief 
well had successfully de¬ 
tected the MC252 well and 
would continue to a target in¬ 
tercept depth of 18,000 feet, 
when ’’kill” operations would 
begin. 

BP said 37,000 people, 
4,500 vessels and 100 aircraft 
were currently helping the re¬ 
sponse effort.

’’They tried to water it 
down, but still there’s enough 
regulation in there that it's 
going to affect banks, it's going 
to affect their profitability,” 
said Chris Hobart, founder of 
Hobart Financial Group in 
Charlotte, North Carolina. 

"On the flip side, the simple 
fact that's it's settled — or is 
about to be once it passes 
through the rest of the 
processes — at least we know 
what we have.” 

Passage of the bill will give 
Democrats an important le¬ 
gislative victory, alongside 
healthcare reform, ahead of 
congressional elections in No¬ 
vember. As part of the pack¬ 
age, financial institutions 
would have to pay $19 billion 
to cover the cost of reform. 

The House of Representa¬ 
tives could vote as soon as 
Tuesday, and Senate action 
would swiftly follow. Under 
congressional rules, it would 
be difficult but not impossible 
to change the bill, and Demo¬ 
cratic leaders are confident that 
they won't have to do so. 

Kellogg recalls 
breakfast 
cereals over 
taste, smell 

NEW YORK CITY - Foul 
smells from some breakfast ce¬ 
real packs prompted Kellogg 
Co to voluntarily recall a few 
of its products in the United 
States, the company said yes¬ 
terday. 

The world's largest cereal 
maker said it had noticed "an 
uncharacteristic off-flavor and 
smell” from the liner in the 
packaging of its popular Apple 
Jacks, Com Pops, Froot Loops 
and Honey Smacks products, 
but chances of serious illness 
from the smell were low. 

However, the recalled pro¬ 
ducts could cause nausea and 
diarrhea among sensitive cus¬ 
tomers, the company said. 

Only products marked with 
the letters ”KN” following the 
"better if used before” date no¬ 
tice were affected, the com¬ 
pany said. 

No other products are a part 
of this recall, the company 
said. 

"We apologize to our con¬ 
sumers and our customers and 
are working diligently to en¬ 
sure that the affected products 
are rapidly removed from the 
marketplace,” said David 
Mackay, president and chief 
executive officer, Kellogg 
Company.

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World's biggest gold coin 
fetches over 3 million euros 


VIENNA, Austria - A Spanish 
precious metals trading com¬ 
pany bought the world's largest 
gold coin for 3.27 million 
euros ($4.02 million), its exact 
material worth, from the estate 
of an insolvent investment firm 
at a rare auction in Vienna 
yesteriday. 

The 100 kg (220.5 lb) 
piece, one of only five Cana¬ 
dian $1,000,000 Maple Leaf 
coins the Royal Canadian Mint 
has ever produced, was 
snapped up immediately in a 
written bid from ORO direct, a 
gold trading company based in 
Madrid. 

There were no counter of¬ 
fers in an auction room packed 
with more journalists than po¬ 
tential buyers. It sold for the 
catalog sum, the coin's pure 
gold value based on yester¬ 
day's market price. This was 
four times its face value. 

The auction was ordered by 
the administrator of Austrian 
investment group AvW Invest, 
which filed for insolvency in 
May after its owner and chief 
executive was arrested on sus¬ 
picion of fraud, breach of trust 


and other charges. 

AvW had acquired the coin 
in 2007, joining an exclusive 
club of owners including 
Queen Elizabeth, who is also 
displayed on one side of the 
coin, two unidentified in¬ 
vestors in Dubai and one who 
is so reclusive even his or her 
residence is unknown. 

AvW had lent its coin, 53 
cm (21 inches) in diameter and 
3 cm thick, to Vienna's Kunst- 
historisches Museum where it 
had been on display as part of 
its coin collection. 

Its purity is 99.999 percent, 
the purest type in the market. 

The Royal Canadian Mint 
launched the coin in 2007 to 
showcase its production facili¬ 
ties and steal the entry in the 
Guinness Book of Records for 
the world's biggest gold coin. 

That title had previously 
been held by the Austrian mint, 
who in 2004 produced 15 
100,000-euro coins weighing 
1,000 troy ounces (31.1 kg) to 
celebrate the 15th anniversary 
of its best-selling Philharmo¬ 
nics coin. 


Soccer robots show German team 
how to do it 


SINGAPORE - It was a typi¬ 
cal German soccer display that 
could be a form guide for the 
World Cup — industrious, no- 
nonsense and victorious. 

But England, who face Ger¬ 
many in a knockout match in 
South Africa on Sunday, need 
not worry yet — this was a 
four-a-side tournament, some 
of the players looked like va¬ 
cuum cleaners, and half-time 
was really used for recharging 
batteries. 

N e verthe le s s, German 

teams won three of the four 
competitions in the RoboCup 
Soccer Humanoid League held 
in Singapore this week, beat¬ 
ing teams from Japan and Aus¬ 
tralia in the finals. 

Over 150 teams took part 
and just like in South Africa, 
an Italian team crashed out 
early, although one of its goals 
was eye-catching. 

"We can say our robots are 
better than the national team," 
said Luca Marchetti, a 30-year- 
old student from a University 
of Rome team. 

"I've never seen back-kick 
scoring like this in real soccer," 
he said after one of his robots 
found the net with a spectacu¬ 
lar back-heel against a team 
from Carnegie Mellon Univer¬ 
sity of the United States. 

The tournament was di¬ 
vided into four categories — for 
adult-sized robots, teenage¬ 
sized, child-sized and an open 
category. 

On the 18 by 12 meter per¬ 
fectly proportioned soccer 
field in an air-conditioned hall, 
the robots mimicked human 
movements during a 20- 
minute game — passing, kick¬ 
ing, shooting for goal and even 
pushing and fouling other ro¬ 
bots. 

There were referees, but

they were humans. A robot 
which persistently fouled was 
sent off for two minutes. 

The robots were fully auto¬ 
mated and pre-programed to 
recognize the orange-colored 
balls, kick, dodge, pass and 
shoot for goal. In the 10- 
minute half-time break, teams 
of programmers frantically 
charged batteries and uploaded 
software. 

Zhou Changji, Chair of 
RoboCup 2010 Singapore, said 
the idea of the league was to 
collaborate and research im¬ 
provements in artificial intelli¬ 
gence, enough to eventually 


have robots play on a real soc¬ 
cer field. 

The common aim was "by 
2050 to have a team of fully 
autonomous robots to beat the 
World Cup champions" he 
said. 

The students who built the 
robots were confident it would 
happen. 

"Robots will beat humans at 
soccer one day" said Veevee 
Cai, a 20-year-old student 
from the University of Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

"Considering advance¬ 
ments in the last 40 years, it's 
possible." 


Lion burger stirs ire 


PHOENIX, Arizona - Offe¬ 
ring up lion burgers as a trib¬ 
ute to the World Cup in South 
Africa is getting a Phoenix 
valley restaurant into contro¬ 
versy. 

The II Vinaio restaurant in 
downtown Mesa has received 
a bomb threat and around 250 
e-mails from animal rights 
activists after it announced it 
would offer lion as a special 
to honor the soccer tourna¬ 
ment. 

"We thought that since the 
World Cup was in Africa 
...that the lion burger might 
be interesting for some of our 
more adventurous cus¬ 
tomers," owner Cameron Sel- 
ogie said. 


The restaurant is of¬ 
fering the lion burgers 
at $21, served with 
spicy homemade chips 
and roast corn on the 
cob. 

Selogie said that the 
lion being offered was 
raised at a U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture 
regulated free-range 
farm in Illinois — a fact 
that has soothed some 
protesters. 

"Most of them, 
when we tell them the 
facts, that this is farm 
raised and it doesn't 
hurt the endangered an¬ 
imals, seem pretty rea¬ 
sonable," he said. 
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Marathon man Isner loses 
quickly; Federer wins 



WIMBLEDON, England - 
One day after winning the 
longest tennis match in his¬ 
tory, John Isner lost the short¬ 
est men's match at 
Wimbledon so far this year. 

It was back to normal, 
meanwhile, for defending 
champion Roger Federer, 
who showed he was back at 
the top of his game by sweep¬ 
ing Arnaud Clement in 
straight sets to reach the 
fourth round in his bid for a 
seventh Wimbledon crown. 

Marathon man Isner 
looked weary from the outset 
Friday, required treatment for 
a neck injury and was beaten 
by unseeded Thiemo de 
Bakker of the Netherlands 6- 
0, 6-3, 6-2. 

The second-round match 
was over in just 1 hour, 14 
minutes, and the five games 
won by Isner is the fewest by 
a male player this week. 

It was a complete turn¬ 
around from Isner's epic 
three-day victory over Nico¬ 
las Mahut, which lasted 11 
hours, 5 minutes and went to 
70-68 in the fifth set. 

What's more, Isner served 
no aces Friday after hitting a 
record 112 against Mahut. 

”I've never been this ex¬ 
hausted before," Isner said. 
"Mentally and physically, I 
was obviously a bit drained. I 
just didn't have much in the 
way of my legs. I was just 
low on fuel out there. Didn't 
really have a chance." 

Starting shortly after noon 
in warm sunshine, Isner re¬ 
ceived a standing ovation 
when he walked onto court. 


He immediately lost his serve 
— something that didn't hap¬ 
pen once in his never-ending 
fifth set against Mahut. 

Federer looked perfectly 
fresh as he demolished 
Clement 6-2, 6-4, 6-2, play¬ 
ing like the old grass-court 
master himself after being 
stretched to five sets in his 
first-round match and four in 
the second. 

Federer saved the only 
break point against him, hit 
29 winners, made only 12 un¬ 
forced errors and left Centre 
Court to a rousing standing 
ovation. 

"I get standing ovations 99 
percent of the time — doesn't 
matter if the performance 
was great or not so great," he 
said. "I think they're happy to 
see me, and they love tennis. 
... But of course, when I end 
up winning, and they give me 
a reception like this, it feels 
good at the heart." 

Federer will next play 
16th-seeed Jurgen Melzer, 
who beat Feliciano Lopez in 
four sets. Federer and the 
Austrian played doubles to¬ 
gether as juniors but have 
never faced each other in sin¬ 
gles on the tour. 

The man Federer has 
beaten in three Wimbledon 
finals, Andy Roddick, served 
28 aces in a 7-5, 6-7 (5), 6-3, 
6-3 win over Philipp 
Kohlschreiber to make the 
round of 16. 

The fifth-seeded American 
broke four times and saved 
all seven break points against 
him. 

Roddick next plays Yen- 


Hsun Lu, who became the 
first Taiwanese man to make 
the fourth round of a Grand 
Slam. He was leading Florian 
Mayer 6-4, 6-4, 2-1 when the 
German retired with an in¬ 
jury. 

In women's play, five-time 
champion Venus Williams 
moved into the fourth round 
by beating Russia's Alisa 
Kleybanova 6-4, 6-2. 

Williams was down 3-1 in the 
first set before taking control 
with her power game as both 
players went for big shots 
from the baseline. 

Williams took a tumble in 
the last game as she slipped 
on the grass, but appeared un¬ 
scathed. The No. 2-seeded 
Williams next faces Aus¬ 
tralian Jarmila Groth, and 
could eventually meet top- 
ranked sister Serena in the 
final. 

Justine Henin and Kim 
Clijsters — two Belgians 
making Wimbledon come¬ 
backs — won in straight sets 
to set up a fourth-round 
showdown Monday. 

Clijsters, seeded eighth, 
beat No. 27 Maria Kirilenko 
6-3, 6-3. Henin, seeded 17th, 
defeated No. 12 Nadia 
Petrova 6-1, 6-4. 

Clijsters and Henin will 
play each other for the 25th 
time, but the first time in a 
Grand Slam since 2006. 
Their rivalry stands at 12-12 
and has become friendlier 
over the years. 

Both Belgians have 
mounted career comebacks 
from retirement. Clijsters last 
played at Wimbledon in 2006, 
Henin in 2007. Henin has 
seven Grand Slam titles and 
Clijsters two, but neither has 
won the Wimbledon crown. 

Clijsters won their last 
previous meetings this year 
in Brisbane and Key Bis- 
cayne. 

No. 4 Jelena Jankovic beat 
No. 28 Alona Bondarenko 6- 
0, 6-3. No. 11 Marion Bartoli, 
the 2007 runner-up, defeated 
Greta Am 6-3, 6-4. 

No. 3 Novak Djokovic 
reached the round of 16 by 
beating No. 28 Albert Mon- 
tanes 6-1, 6-4, 6-4. 

That sets up an intriguing 
fourth-round battle against 
2002 champion Lleyton He¬ 
witt. The 15th-seeded seeded 
Australian, enjoying a resur¬ 
gence after returning from 
hip surgery, advanced with a 
6-3, 7-6 (9), 6-4 win over 
Frenchman Gael Monfils. 

In a minor upset, 13th- 
seeded Mikhail Youzhny of 
Russia was ousted by Paul- 
Henri Mathieu, 6-4, 2-6, 2-6, 
6-3, 6-4.

Team USA goes from no shot to long shot 


JOHANNESBURG — A 
year ago, United States 
striker Charlie Davies de¬ 
clared that “with the players 
we have, if things go well, we 
can win the World Cup.” 

The comment was met with 
snickers across the world, seen 
as typical American bravado. 
After all, in the history of the 
World Cup, the United States 
has won just a single game in 
the knockout phase. 

While the likelihood of the 
Americans actually winning 
the World Cup remains re¬ 
mote and would rank as per¬ 
haps the greatest upset in the 
sport’s history, there is no 
denying that things have 
gone “well.” 


The bracket that sits before 
Team USA is about as favor¬ 
able as possible. It’s a dream 
scenario: The Americans are 
grouped in the weaker side of 
the event and would avoid 
any true world powers until at 
least the semifinals. 

The knockout round be¬ 
gins Saturday when the 
United States meets Ghana, a 
match in which the Ameri¬ 
cans are favored. That alone 
is a surprise. 

It is one reason the Eng¬ 
lish betting site betfair.com 
has dropped the Americans’ 
chances at winning the Cup 
from 125-1 to 46-1. That re¬ 
mains a long shot. It’s just not 
as long as before. 


Put it this way. One of 
these four teams will reach 
the semifinals: United States, 
Ghana, Uruguay or South 
Korea. Heading into the 
World Cup, very few would 
have been predicted any of 
those teams to go so far. 

The Americans sport the 
highest FIFA ranking among 
that group, although Uruguay is 
considered the moderate fa¬ 
vorite now to reach the semis 
(19-1 odds now to win the Cup). 

For Team USA, this is a 
far, far easier bracket than the 
one featuring Germany, Eng¬ 
land, Argentina and Mexico. 

The Americans lost 2-1 to 
Ghana in the group stages of 


the 2006 World Cup, a con¬ 
troversial penalty deciding 
the outcome, but Bradley said 
his players were more fo¬ 
cused on making progress to 
the quarter-finals than look¬ 
ing back. 

He said: “I think there are 
six (players) on both sides 
from that match so there is 
some element of that, but 
now, four years later, things 
have changed. 

“And, speaking for our¬ 
selves, we are looking ahead 
to 90 minutes or more, and to 
doing it—and moving along. 

“We want to go far in this 
tournament and that is what 
our focus is on.”
